Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kano (US 2002/0172150). 

1. Regarding claims 1, 3-4, 6 and 9-10, Kano discloses a method of establishing a path through 
a transportation network comprising network elements, wherein transmission signals are transported 
over physical connections and each transmission signal is divided into frames for a multiplex 
hierarchy (para. 33; note: SONET/SDH). The method comprises the steps of assigning a traffic 
stream a tag (fig. 1), providing forwarding information (item 1 1 ; fig. 2), and routing the data stream 
according to the label (fig. 3; para. 44; note: selected output ports). Further regarding claims 6 and 
9, the method is performed by a network element or management facility (fig. 1) that comprises 
ports (para. 44), a low-level controller (item 10) and memory (item 1 1), a monitor (item 14), and a 
cross connect matrix (item 12). 

2. Regarding claim 2, the method further comprises detecting a failure, and determining a new 
cross-connection based on the tag to restore the path (fig. 1; fig. 6; fig. 8, step S22; fig. 9). 

3. 'Regarding claim 5, a new output label is given (fig. 2, note: Lout differs from Lin). 

4. Regarding claims 7-8, the element comprises a high-level controller (item 1 3) for 
determining resources (paras. 35-36).
